CITL Moves Into Second Year of Peer Teaching Consultation 


The GFC Committee for the Im- 
provement of Teaching-and Learning 
(CITL) continues to build its Peer 
Teaching Consultation Service. Last 
year, the program was experimental in 
nature. This year, CITL Co-ordinator 
Bente Roed Cochran and consultants 
Roberta Carey, Nursing; Robin Mott, 
Educational Psychology; Roger Beck 
and Ray Rasmussen, Business; and 

Lois Marckworth Stanford, Linguis- 
tics, have terra firma as an ally. 

Once a request for consultation 
reaches the CITL office in Assiniboia 
Hall, a meeting between the consul- 
tant.and the teacher is fixed. There 
follows observation of a classroom by 
the consultant, a one-hour session with 


a randomly selected portion of the stu- 
dents, the compilation of a pre- 
liminary report, feedback from the 
teacher, and the writing of a full re- 
port by the consultant. The latter doc- 
ument goes to the teacher although 


’ the consultant, if asked, will relay 


parts or all of the report to the appro- 
priate department chairman. The pro- 
gram, which is characterized by vol- 
unteerism and confidentiality, allows 
the consultant to mediate between the 
goals and expectations of both student 
and teacher. 

It is the prerogative of the teacher 
to indicate just what he/she wants the 
consultant to consider. The consul- 
tant’s frame of mind must be that of 


the open, non-judgmental variety. 
Carey and Mott say that while a con- 
sultant has to enjoy teaching, he/she 
must have no preconceived notions on 
how teaching should take place. A 
good consultant, they believe, must 
possess favorable communication 
skills, the ability to be flexible, and 
the capacity to focus on what the 
client wants. 

It has been their experience that 
students are very receptive to the pro- 
cess. Their feeling is that if the 
teacher is making a conscientious ef- 
fort to improve by bringing in a con- 
sultant then the class as a whole is go- 
ing to profit. Mott claims that she 
hasn’t worked with a group of stu-

dents that wasn’t constructive. 

Peer consultation is not necessarily 
a stepping stone to a wholesale reme- 
dial type of activity. A teacher might 
wish to polish a particular aspect of 
the profession and/or be interested in 
getting feedback that he/she might 
not otherwise get. 

Their work has taken Carey and 
Mott to many different disciplines and 
resulted in engaging sessions with pro- 
fessors of long standing as well as 
those just starting out. In some cases 
the consultant’s insights have led the 
teacher to request continuing as- 
sistance. Men and women in equal 
numbers have availed themselves of 
the program. 

Peer Teaching Consultation Service 
started in the eastern United States in 
1969. Carey and Mott got their start 
by enrolling in a workshop given by 
the University of Minnesota. They 
were then approached by (then) CITL 
Co-ordinator Morag Pansegrau who 
noted that release time from one 
course in their respective Faculties 
could be arranged if they wanted to be 
consultants on a regular basis. They 
did indeed. The upshot was that they 
served eight clients last fall and an- 
other 15 in the winter. Those who are 
interested in the consultation service 
are advised to approach CITL at their 
earliest convenience.) .

Swiss Organist Guy Bovet to Open 


Bach Series 


The first in a series of four Bach Or- 
gan Concerts will feature organ virtu- 
oso Guy Bovet on 22 September at 8 
p.m. in Convocation Hall. Admission 
is free. 

The program includes “Praeludium 
in G Major, BWV 568;” “Fantasy and 
Fugue in C Minor, BWV 537;” and 
“Fantasy and Fugue in G Minor, 
BWV 542.” 

A native of Berne, Switzerland, 
Bovet graduated from the Conser- 
vatoire de Geneve and immediately 
began playing in organ competitions, 
winning famous international contests 
such as St. Albans and the Couperin 
Competition in Paris. He studied un- 
der Marie-Claire Alain and began an 
international career as a freelance 
concert organist, returning for engage- 
ments in most western and eastern 
European countries, the Soviet Union, 
the Philippines, Australia, North 
America and Mexico. 

Bovet is also an active harp- 


sichordist, and appears frequently in 
solo recitals or with “Passacaille,” his 
chamber music group. Recently, he 
began playing theatre organ (since 
helping to engineer the installation of 
a 3-manual Wurlitzer in a Geneva 
school). 

Bovet has composed more than 100 
scores for stage and screen and his or- 
gan works have been published by Eu- 
lenburg. A recorded concerto for or- 
gan and orchestra has been released in 
the Soviet Union. Most recently, he 
completed an opera commissioned by 
Swiss Radio/TV. 

As a teacher and scholar Bovet is 
particularly recognized in the fields of 
Latin organ cultures. He has pub- 
lished a number of articles in various 
journals and has held positions as per- 
manent or visiting professor at several 
schools, including the Conservatoire 
de Geneve and the University of Sal- 
amanca.0
